Sev enty-two sq uare inches of skin 
were grafted on the right shoulder 
of Bert Seward at Rockford hospital 
yesterday morning by Dr. S. R. Cat- 
lin, assisted by Dr. Henry Richings 
Seward met with an accident while 
working on the Illinois Central road 
recently and his arm was broken and 
lacerated to such an extent that am­ 
putation at tne shoulder was found 
necessary. There was a scar forma­ 
tion left on the stump and through 
the contraction of the tissues it was 
seen that Seword’s head would be 
subseq uently drawn to one side. 
In 
order to av oid this grafting was im­ 
perativ e. The skin at the shoulder 
was deadened as a -esult of the ac­ 
cident. 
Six strips of skin each twelv e in­ 
ches long and one inch wide, 
were 
remov ed from the thighs of th** pa­ 
tient and after an hour and a half 
the operation was completed. 
The patient was resting well last 
night and states that he did not suf­ 
fer much in conseq uence of the op­ 
eration. The outcome of the opera­ 
tions cannot be told for sev eral days. 
It is rather rare that skin graft 
ing takes place and this is the first 
one that has been performed at the 
Rockford hospital for some time, and 
it created a great deal of attention 
on the part of physicians and nurses 
on account of the large surface to be 
cov ered. 
The accident to Seward occurred 
about two weeks ago, when he was 
working on a construction gang in 
this city. A freight train came along 
and a pole which projected from one 
of the cars struck him. He was taken 
to the hospital and his arm was am­ 
putated.

Postmaster Busse. leader of the De- 
neen machine in the north Chicago 
wards, has refused to follow 
th e De- 
neen-Lawson cohorts 
u P der a Yates 
flag and will direct the Cullom cam­ 
paign in Cook county. Senator Cul­ 
lom announces that he will rely on 
Mr. Busse for adv ice in the local sit­ 
uation and 
th e postmaster will accept 
the task. 
This mov e is believ ed by the few 
politicians who are priv y to it to be 
the beginning of a bitter fight in Chi­ 
cago and to disclose lines of cleav ­ 
age in the Deneen machine. Present 
indications are that the Deneen or­ 
ganization will go to pieces and that 
it will split on the rock of the De- 
neen-Yates-Lawson compact entered 
into at the republican state conv en­ 
tion two years ago. 
The enlistment of Mr. Busse in the 
senatorial contest as the genius of 
the Cullom campaign 
carries much 
significance politically. 
Busse is a 
born fighter and has a host of person­ 
al friends in both factions of the re­ 
publican organization. Nominally he 
is a member of the Deneen organiza­ 
tion, but the fact that the Cullom an­ 
timachine faction or Blount-Lorimer 
wing of the party endorsed for sheriff 
the candidacy of Chris Strassheim, 
who is a Busse lieutenant, indicates 
that not all ties hav e been cut be­ 
tween the postmaster and the anti- 
machnie faction. It is notorious also 
that the Deneen machine would hav e 
gone to pieces during the 
county 
slafemaking had Busse joined the au- 
timachine element. 
Bu« wo Strong in State. 
Howev er, Air. .busse has strong al­ 
liances In the state outside of Cook, 
and. all things considered, is regard­ 
ed as a liv e wire not only in city and 
caunty but in state politics as well. 
The fact that Mr. Busse is not a bit­ 
ter partisan and that he has friends 
in all factions of the republican or­ 
ganization, fitted nicely into Senator 
Cullom s program of keeping out of 
factional fights as mucl^as possible. 
Mr. Cullom asserts that he is not 
a factional candidate for renomina­ 
tion. 
He made this statement in 
October last before leav ing for Wash­ 
ington, but the action of Victor F 
Lawson, the Chicago newspaper boss, 
and Gov ernor Deneen in seeking to 
put Yates into the United States sen­ 
ate by main force in order to carry 
out a clandestine conv ention deal of 
two years ago doubtless will force 
the v eteran senator to make a fight. 
For some time Gov ernor Deneen 
and his newspaer managers sought to 
keep the senatorial contest out of 
Cook county. Lieutenants of the state 
executiv e also tried to pacify the for­ 
mer gov ernor by telling him that a 
fight in the city would do him no 
good and might play hav oc with the 
country slate. 
Y a tes T h reatens Bosses 
At first this argument seemed to 
be plausible, but as time flew by Mr. 
Yates became restiv e. A few days ago 
he came to Chicago and serv ed notice 
on the Deneen bosses that he expect­ 
ed and would demand a 
“sq uare 
deal,” and although it is denied that 
open threats were made, 
it is well 
understood among politicians 
that 
Mr. Yates made it plain to Victor F. 
Lawson and Gov ernor Deneen that if 
the sq uare deal were denied him he 
would take the stump in Chicago and 
elsewhere and trumpet to the public 
the inside hiBtory of the Springfield 
bargain by which Deneen was nomin­ 
ated for gov ernor in consideration of 
the latter's undertaking to retain his, 
Yates’, appointees in office until the 
next state conv ention and to suport 
Yates for the United States senate. 
Whether the cov ert Yates threat 
was made in good faith or .whether 
it was a bluff, Deneen leaders took 
fright and promptly designated Su­ 
perior Court Clerk Vail to unlock the 
doors of the machine to Yates and to 
prov ide a series of meetings for him 
in Cook county. As a further earnest 
of good faith on the part of the De­ 
neen interests to make 
good 
the 
Springfield compact one of the news­ 
papers owned by Victor F. Lawson 
editorially indorsed the Yates candi­ 
dacy.

is harder still to make country folk 
b elieve that hundreds of men join the 
so called swell club s in large part from 
motives of economy. 
There are scarcely three club s in the 
city that do not include a considerab le 
num b er of poor men in their memb er­ 
ship. The average income of the whole 
memb ership of the ten b est known 
club s in the city is prob ab ly nearer 
$10,000 a year than $50,000 a year, and 
alm ost every one of these club s in­ 
cludes some scores of men with incomes 
well b elow $10,000 and a good many 
with Incomes well b elow $5,000. 
There is a real democracy of New 
York club life. 
Youths in their early 
twenties and Just b eginning their ca 
reers on very moderate salaries fre 
quent truly palatial club houses, b reak­ 
fast in rooms such as few princes ever 
use and lounge b efore fireplaces that 
are to b e matched only in the most 
splendid b uildings of Europe. 
The poor man’s credit at the club is 
as good as the rich m an’s, and b oth are 
impartially posted when they neglect 
to pay their b ills in good season. There 
are a good many instances also in 
which the monthly b ills of the poor 
man are higher than those of his rich 
fellow memb er, for the frequenters of 
club s are apt to b e the poorer rather 
than the richer memb ers. 
Many a man of small means regards 
b is memb ership in a first rate club in 
the light of a profitab le investment. 
Such a man, if a confirmed b achelor, 
has prob ab ly lived for twenty years 
within half a b lock of the club , paying 
a few hundreds a year for a small 
b edroom and finding all b is luxuries in 
the apartm ents of the club house. 
W ithout b eing in the least mean he 
makes of the club a money saving in­ 
stitution for himself. 
Its comfortab le 
lounging rooms 
save him annually 
from $300 to $1,000 a year iu rent, ac­ 
cording to the location iu which he has 
liis modest lodgings. 
After that he 
saves a fair percentage on everything 
b e eats and drinks at the club . 
His simple b reakfast costs him per 
haps 10 per cent less than it would cost 
at any restaurant he would b e likely 
to frequent, and the same is true of his 
dinners. 
If b o takes three-fourths of 
his meals at the club he saves annually 
ab out $100 in tips. 
If he drinks wine at dinner b e saves j 
from 10 to 25 {>er cent upon every hot 
tie. 
If b e permits himself the luxury 
of a cab b e saves a handsome per­ 
centage b y- ordering it through the club 
aud avoids all possib ility of a row 
with the cab b y over the amount of the 
fare. 
Many a man writes all his let­ 
ters of a social character and some of 
a b usiness character at the club , and 
thus saves from $15 to $40 a year in 
stationery. 
lie need b uy no i*ooks, nor need he 
sub scrib e to a lib rary, for there is the 
club lib rary free for b is use. He never 
need b uy a periodical or even a news­ 
paper save when ho travels, for all 
that he reads are freely supplied b y 
the club . 
And the enjoyment of ail 
these things imposes upon him no con 
siderab le expenditure for extravagant 
luxuries. 
Ue is sure, especially in the 
college club s, to find plenty of men 
with like modest incomes and simple 
tastes as himself, and he may sit for 
hours with cronies over the cafe tab le 
without spending money that he can 
not afford and without giving offense 
to the servants of the house committee. 
Most club memb ers prob ab ly do not 
keep a deb it and credit account with 
the club , b ut the man of modest means 
and moderate hab its would find the ex­ 
amination of such an account a m atter 
of great satisfaction. 
Such a man, 
paying $250 as an entrance fee and $75 
a year in dues, is likely to find himself 
at the end of twenty years a long way 
ahead of the game. 
The club in tw en­ 
ty years b us cost him rather less than 
$2,000 for entrance fees, dues and con­ 
trib utions to the Christmas b ox, and 
his savings b y reason of the club have 
b een from $10,000 to $1(1,000.—New 
York Bun.

A GOOD WHEAT CROP IS 
PROMISED IN KANSAS 
Kansas City, Mo., J uly 
16— Re­ 
ports Indicate that the wheat crop 
in Kansas is turning out much better 
than was expected up to the time of 
harvest. It is too early to make a 
final estim ate for the state, but the 
thrashing thus far shows that the 
Kansas crop will not be greatly dif­ 
ferent from that of IS 05 in quantity 
and will be better in quality. 
The 
indications are that the crop will ex­ 
ceed 7 5 ,000,000 bushels. The reports 
from Oklahoma indicate that in some 
sections the production is not up to 
the earlier expectations and that the 
crop of the two territories will prob­ 
ably not exceed 25 ,000,000 bushels, 
as compared with 30,000,000 bushels 
previously estimated.

L A C E BARK T R E E S . 


T h e B eau tifu l and SerTleenble Dresa 
Material* Tfiey Yield. 
There are in nil about half a dozen 
tace bark trees in the world, so called 
because the inner bark yields a natural 
lace in ready made sheet form, which 
can be made up In serviceable articles 
of apparel. 
Only four of these curioua 
species of trees are of much practical 
value. 
Tourists who have stopped 
at 
Hawaii or Samoa may recall the lace 
bark clothing of the native» —clothing 
of a neat brown color when new, of re­ 
markable strength and of a fragrant 
odor, like freshly cured tobacco leaf. 
The native tapa cloth, as it is on lied, 
is made from the bark of the Bruso- 
netia papirifeni, but it is not usually 
Included among the real 
lace hark 
trees. In its natural state the real lace 
bark is of a delicate cream white tint. 
It is probably a kin d of fibro u s pith. 
When the outer bark is removed it can 
he unfolded and unwound in one seam­ 
less piece, having a surface of a little 
more than a square yard. 
Washing 
and sun bleaching give It a dazzling 
white appearance. The fabric is airily 
light. It is used in the West Indies for 
mantillas, cravats, collars, window cur­ 
tains—In a word, for every purpose 
that ordinary lace is used. 
In making 
up shawls, veils and the like it is cus­ 
tomary to piece two sheets of lace 
bark together. Delicate and apparently 
weak as it Is in single mesh, a bit of 
lace bark If rolled into a thin string 
will all but resist human strepgtb to 
break it.—New York World.

“ It Is true of many flowers. Pansies, 
for Instance, last twice as long if they 
are not combined with any other flow­ 
er, and the same may be said of vio­ 
lets. 
J onquils and daffodils, on the 
other hand, seem to get a new lease 
of life If you 
combine considerable 
green with them. Carnations will go 
all to pieces If you combine them with 
roses, although the roses do not seem 
to be affected. 
“ It is more ftriking in combinations 
of green w-ith flowers. 
If you try to 
use an entirely different type of fo­ 
liage from wbat the flower is used to. 
It won’t last so long. So I never 
put 
feathery foliage with lilies of the val­ 
ley. for yon know its natural foliage 
is a thick leaf. I never use thick leaves 
with carnations, for their foliage is of 
the feathery type. It isn’t as though 
the flow-ers fought, but they seem to 
grieve at being misunderstood.'’—New 
York Press. 


A L nrf For Cock H obtn. 
Two coins clinked together give so 
good an imitation of the robin’s metal­ 
lic note that this device has long been 
employed in England to attract the 
welcome “ harbinger of spring.” For­ 
merly male robins were snared by the 
clinking of two eopper pennies near a 
dummy bird. The dummy was perched 
on a twig smeared with bird lime, and 
cock robin, attracted by the sound and 
suspecting a rival, flew at him with 
blood in his eye. This is In violation of 
the bird laws in the United States, and 
no one who lives where robins make 
their home in confidence Is likely to 
give the odd trick so unpleasant 
a 
finale.
